The girl must be 
at least passing in Physical Education and show an interest in classwork. (2) Health. 
This is classed as a very important side of the work. The girls are required to keep | 
health charts throughout the school year. Health points are also given for perfect | 
records on physical examinations, good teeth, and normal weight. (3) Sports. x 
Points are given in this division for participating in the outside sports sponsored by | 
che association. Extra points are given for the team which wins the tournament. | 
In order to make it possible for every girl to feel that she has a chance to earn a letter, | 
points are given all chose girls who attend ШҮ, per cent of the practices for any one | 
sport, although she did not make the team. (4) Outside activities. This 15 perhaps 
the easiest way to earn points for a letter. Therefore more are required toward a | 
letter in this section than in any other. Weekly records are kept by the girls of che 
amount of outside exercise taken during the week. 
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These snapshots are representative of the stunts carried on by the girls in their 
physical education work during the year. A portion of the time is devoted to stunts 
and gymnastics, and the rest to the practicing of volleyball, basketball, tennis, track, 


and baseball.

all over the state met at the Memorial Union to discuss high school problems. Our

Edgar Stonecipher, více-principal of 
Roosevelt High of Des Moines, Newell W. Edson, speaker for the American Social 
Hygiene Association, and H. T. Steeper, principal of North High of Des Moines, 
led these discussions. Each leader used the slogan, “If you've made a man think, 
you've helped him."

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Future Farmers 
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HE Future Farmers of America is a national organization of high school students 

of vocational agriculture. There are four degrees of advancement in the organiza- 

tion: The Greenband rank being the first degree and The Future Farmer rank, che 

highest degree which can be conferred by a local chapter. The State Association each 

year, selects about ten outstanding Future Farmers for The lowa Farmer degree, while 
The National office can award a limited number of American Farmer degrees. 

The Ames chapter of The Iowa Association of The Future Farmers of America 

Was organized in May, 1930, with 23 members of the Vocational Agriculture class 

partícipating as active members. 
he constitution, by-laws, and program of work for 1931 were drawn up and 


adopted as the preliminary organization of the chapter. These were submitted to the 


State and National secretaries for approval and the Ames chapter received its official 
charter in 1930. 

Officers were elected to serve until January 1931. They were: President, Craig 
Carter: Vice President, Glenn Randau; Secretary, Frederick Huntley: Treasurer, 
Warren Pratt; and Sargeant-at Arms, Carl Andrew. 

The Story City chapter formally initiated the Ames chapter into membership in 
the State and National organization, at which time Greenband degrees were con- 
ferred upon all members present. Future Farmer degrees will be awarded individual 
members as they qualify for this honor. 

The chapter holds regular monthly meetings at which programs of agricultural 
interest are presented. Additional meetings are scheduled with other Future Farmer 
chapters or schools for special recreational programs. Several such meetings have 
been held with the Kelley chapter, the Story City chapter, and the North Grant boys. 
Usually some form of athletic contest is held at these meetings. The Ames chapter's 
basketball team made a very creditable record this year. 

The present officers, elected to serve unul January, 1932, are Glenn Randau, 
President; Carl Andrew, Vice President; Orlando Van Patter, Secretary; Luverne 
Lyons, Treasurer; and Harold Banks, Sargeant-at-Arms. 

The Ames chapter during this school year has sponsored a community farm survey 
conducted a free soil acidity testing service for farmers of the community, tested seed 
corn, entertained, and encouraged rural eighth grade boys to enter high school, sent 
delegates to the annual state congress of Future Farmers, was represented in che State 
Future Farmer leadership conference, was also represented at the State Future Farmer 
Summer Camp, entered a grain judging team in the State judging contest, participated 
in the State Agricultural Congress, helped to improve and enlarge the home project 
program of its members, and assisted in 4-H club work. 

Members of the Ames chapter exhibited stock at the State Fair, winning more 
premium money and prize ribbons chan any other Future Farmer chapter or agricultural 
club in Story County.
